BACH (JOHANN SEBASTIAN) 


BACH: Also hat Gott die Welt geliebt (Cantata 
No. 68)—Mein glüubiges Herze & HANDEL: 
Rodelinda—Dove sei. Isobel Baillie (soprano), with 
City of Birmingham Orchestra, conducted by Basil 
Cameron & (in the Bach) Anthony Pini (cello 
obbligato). 12" imported record No. C-DX1022; 
price $2.10. 


In 1725, in one of his frantic attempts to make 
money, Handel staged a new opera, Rodelinda, as a 
vehicle for one of the most troublesome of his captive 
sopranos, Francesca Cuzzoni. The dress Cuzzoni wore 

in one part of Rodelinda became as much a faddish 
a as a Eugénie hat was hereabouts a few years 
For most of us, that fact is the entire survival of 
m. linda. It contains, nevertheless, music that cries out 
for its revival. To hope for Handel from the Metropolitan 
is useless, but it is not too fantastic to hope that the New 


Opera Company—at present doing nothing to justify the 
adjective new or the nouns opera company—may mend 
its exclusively operetta-ish ways and become creatively 
illogical by reviving Handel. The baritone aria, Dove sei 
amato bene, here sung by Isobel Baillie in both transla- 
tion and transcription, is one of Handel's most persuasive 
plaints. Like most talented British singers, Miss Baillie 
does Handel well, but unlike a majority of them she has 
the technique and flexibility to comprehend his Italianate 
vocal line. Mr. Cameron and his men give her prime 
support. She does equal justice to the familiar Bach aria, 
though here you may like or dislike the evident hall echo. 
That one flaw aside, Isobel Baillie's bright British repu- 
tation is further supported and enhanced by every quality 
of C-DX1022. 


BACH: Phoebus and Pan—Ah yes, just so & SCHU- 
BERT: An die Musik. Isobel Baillie (soprano, in 
English), with (in the Bach) the City of Birming- 
ham Orchestra, conducted by Basil Cameron and 
(in the Schubert) Gerald Moore (piano). 10” im- 
ported record (2 sides) No. C-DB2067; price $1.57. 
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The vivid air from Bach's secular cantata No, 208 
is here given in English in a version musically arranged 
by Felix Mottl. It goes with great. zest and infectiousness 
in Isobel Baillie's capable hands. The difference of her 
approach to Schubert's An die Musik (likewise in Eng- 
lish) is a measure of her artistry. The orchestral back- 
ground for the Bach (which many will recall from the 
operatized version presented at the Metropolitan by Sir 
Thomas Beecham) is good; the piano accompaniment to 
the Schubert is one more miracle by Gerald Moore. How- 
ever difficult to classify, this is a superior vocal record no 
matter how long purists like this reviewer may continue to 
mutter, "But she sings them in English" 


BACH: Was mir behagt (Cantata No. 208) -Schafe 
kónnen sicher weiden.

Better known in the United States by another trans- 
lation of its opening words ("Sheep may safely graze’), 
the great aria from Bach's secular cantata Was mir behagt 
contains one of the most insinuating of melodic decora- 
tions. To enlarge upon the importance of one part of a 
long-breathed melody might seem precious had tribute to 
it not already been paid by so accomplished a composer 
as William Walton—in his Bach ballet score for The 
Wise Virgins. One may question the wisdom of singing 
this Bach in any language but German, but no similar 
reservation is to be made about either Isobel Baillie's 
singing of it or the instrumental accompaniment, the con- 
tinuo as "realized by W. Gilles Whittaker.” The purity 
and easy placement of her soprano are all at home in this 
sort of music. This is vocal writing of surpassing loveli- 
ness, and it is thus that Miss Baillie touches it. She and 
her accompanists have been superbly recorded, so that 
C-DX1103 is but one more testimony to the high taste 
that obtains in many departments of the English gramo- 
phonic world. . 


BAX (SIR ARNOLD TREVOR) 


BAX: A Hill Tune & A Mountain Mood (Theme and 
variations). Harriet Cohen (piano). 12" imported 
record (2 sides) No. C-DX-1109; price $2.10. 


Victorian merged into Edwardian, and that in turn 
into Georgian. If Elgar was the great Victorian, it seems 
now that Sir Arnold Bax is likely to be seen at last as a 
great Edwardian whose transformation into a Georgian 
(he is still alive—a neo-Georgian now?) was never com- 
plete. He clearly does not belong with Elgar and Parry 
and Stainer. But it is as hard to think of him as belonging 
with Lambert and Walton. He is a Londoner by birth, 
but British country to the bone, or at least to the musical 
bone, Through every page he has written blows English 
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air, as certainly as there is German air in Schum 3 


French air in Debussy, American air in Aaron Copland 
If English air is not your dish, Bax is not for you. But if 
you have a taste for the pastoral, for the folkloric, for the 
gentlemanly in music, he can supply it. He purveys 
material with surpassing neatness and nicety. And so 
does Harriet Cohen, Commander of the British Empire 
and specialist in the piano music of Bax. If it may be 
said of any recording that it is authentic beyond doubt, 
this is it, both in the matter of performance and in that of 
fidelity of reproduction. It is welcome indeed, 


HANDEL (GEORGE FRIDERIC) 


HANDEL: Messiah—I Know That My Redeemer 
Liveth. Isobel Baillie (soprano), with the Hallé 
Orchestra, conducted by Leslie Heward. 12” im- 
ported record (2 sides) No. C-DX1036; price $2.10. 


When a great English singer knows his or her way 
about Handel oratorios, he can at will work miracles. 
Isobel Baillie works one here by singing 1 Know That My 
Redeemer Liveth as freshly and as without unction as 
though it had been new minted for her. Leslie Heward 
attends her with perfect orchestral understanding. No 
more need be said—beyond the fact that the recording i 
up to English COLUMBIA's admirable standard—than 
that this is beyond question the way Handel should be 
sung. The trick is to be able to do it.

DECCA's third album of music from Gershwin's 
apparently immortal Porgy and Bess differs from the first 
two chiefly in that it is played in dance time throughout. 
It contains: It Ain't Necessarily So, A Woman is a 
Sometime Thing, Summertime, There's a Boat Dat's 
Leavin’ Soon for New York, 1 Got Plenty o' Nuttin’, and 
Bess, You is My Woman. Avon Long, the Sportin' Life 
of the New York revival, shares the vocals with the very 
style-wise Helen Dowdy. To hear them lift their voices 


together in the final chorus of Bess is, of its sort, to ex- 
perience a pleasure exceeded in this album only by a

BACH (JOHANN SEBASTIAN) 


BACH: Brandenburg Concertos (complete, Nos. 1-6). 
Busch Chamber Players, Fourteen 12” records (27 
sides) in Sets CM-249}/507; price complete with 
albums $15.49, 


There are elements in the performance of one or 
another of the six Brandenburg Concertos with which 
many honest lovers of the music disagree. lt may be the 
placing of Rudolf Serkin at the piano where another in- 
strument should be. It may be Adolf Busch's tempos in 
the opening movement of the Sixth or the closing one of 
the Fourth, There is a sense in which all such criticisms, 
when thoughtfully made, are just. For Bach's scores were 
not, like Debussy's for example, minutely exact maps: 
they were often scarcely more than road-maps. And each 
properly equipped critic or performer is therefore entirely 
right in claiming that he alone knows how to perform 
Bach, the reason being that "Bach" is to a certain ex- 
tent his own creation, and who should know it better 
than he? 


pearance of validity. But the great pianist does no such 
prestidigitation, His personality finds sufficient expression 
in adapting itself to the overall spirit of the individual 
music at hand, Gieseking is such a great pianist. 


Listen to Gieseking play Ravel or Debussy, then a 
Beethoven Concerto, and then a Bach Partita. Nothing 
absolutely identifies the pianist except the label on the 
records, the man himself at the piano, or an acquaintance 
with his unique dynamic expertness. He has thought about 
the music before deciding on such purely mechanical 
matters as fingering, pedaling, and loudness or softness. 
He has looked not only at the design of the various dances 
of which the G major Partita is made, for example, but at 
the musical atmosphere of the 1720's. He has decided 
not to try the impossible gambit of making a piano sound 
like a harpsichord. Then, having made all his observa- 
tions and choices, he has brought the music to life in 
their light by completely unlimited technical means, If 
great speed is what he wants, he produces it cleanly and 
without straining. If it is a pianissimo, he can play more 
softly than anyone else who can make you hear each note. 
If it is a melodic curve he wants his listeners to recognize, 





he produces it without overinsistence. His tone varies with; —

The slow 
movements are marvels of sustained feeling, the most 
rapid ones are very fountains of baroque fertility, Not to 
enjoy the music imprisoned on these fourteen records is 
not to have had one of the most consistently delightful of 
musical experiences. Not even a certain intermittent lack 
of depth in the recording itself mars that delight. 


BACH: Partita No. 5, G major. Walter Gieseking

One of the certain portents of a great interpretive 
artist is an ability to play the music of each historic period 
in its own style or the nearest approach to that style 
possible under contemporary conditions, An exciting sec- 
ond-rate pianist may clamp his own personality down over 
a whole program, ranging from Scarlatti to Roy Harris, 
so neatly that an unwary listener may never suspect the 
materials underneath from not fitting their cover. Smith, 
that is, may make Scarlatti and Roy Harris into projec- 
tions of his own personality, and may even make those

BRAHMS (JOHANNES) 


BRAHMS: Concerto, A minor, Opus 102, for violin, 
cello, & orchestra.

Something of a very old concept of the concerto sur- 
vived in Brahms’ mind when he composed the Double 
Concerto.

To record a concerto is to raise complex problems of 
balance. When the solo is double, and particularly when 
it is performed by two instruments as disparate in color 
and volume as a cello and a violin, the problem's com- 
plexity is at least cubed. VICTOR's engineers produced 
something like a miracle in recording the Double Concerto 
in perfect balance throughout. There are moments—very 
brief ones—when Heifetz and Feuermann are not mathe- 
matically agreed on tempo, but there are none when one 
drowns out the other or is concealed by the orchestra. 
Individual orchestra instruments are recognizable without 
being self-assertive. The result is admirable music-making. 
One of the thoughts it brings to mind is that to say that 
Feuermann's death was a severe loss to music is not to 


mouth a platitude, but to speak the soberest truth. 


DEBUSSY (CLAUDE ACHILLE) 


EBUSSY: La Mer. Boston Symphony Orchestra, 
conducted by Serge Koussevitzky. Three 12” rec 
ords (6 sides) in Set VM-643T (only automatic sets 
available at present) ; price complete with album $3.67. 


Debussy's La Mer is still à controversial work. Many 
critics consider it the great French composer's sovereign 
orchestral masterpiece, but many others find it disjunctive 
beyond acceptability, B. H. Haggin agrees with the late 
Lawrence Gilman in finding Toscanini's performance of 
it the unique adequate revelation of Debussy's intentions, 
but others (the present reviewer included), while recog- 
nizing that Toscanini often exceeds every other conductor 
in faithfulness to Debussy's careful markings, neverthe- 
less find more to admire in Koussevitzky's reading, There 
can be no doubt that the space into which Toscanini's 
recording of La Mer would fit will remain visibly yawning 
open until filled. Meanwhile, we have VM-643+, a su- 
perb presentation of Koussevitzky's reading. Granted is 
the statement that Koussevitzky at points takes liberties 
with the score that are unjustifiable. What he does posi- 
tively do is maintain the nebulous, impressionistic flow of 
the music without sacrificing its structure. The recording 
is made up of clouds, swells, bursts of the sort of shining. 
golden sound that only the Boston Symphony—and oc- 
casionally the Philadelphia Orchestra—has made on rec- 


_ ords, 


The engineers who supervised the recording session 
t which VM-643f was made were artists. Few record- 
ings indeed so unremittingly maintain a faithful repro- 
dini of all the gradations—many of them immediately 
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sudden —between very loud and very soft. The brasses 
gleam golden. The strings are silk-smooth, The wood- 
winds mutter and gurgle like the very ocean itself, This 
is a sensuous, not an intellectual, ocean, and it is a va- 
riable torrent of pleasure for the ears. Let us have the

GREAT SONGS OF FAITH (Bach, Handel, & 
Mendelssohn). Marian Anderson (contralto, in 
English) & Victor Symphony Orchestra, O'Connell. 
Three 12" records (6 sides) in Set VM-850; price 
complete wtih album $3.67. 


Virgil Thomson has pointed out that Marian Ander- 
son sings best when she sings in English, To listen to her 
records is to have his contention borne out. Certainly she 
is at her very best in singing religious music—whether 
oratorio, cantata, or spiritual. No group of records has so 
well displayed her great beauty of tone, her passionate 
artistic integrity, and her command of vocal resource as 
Great Songs of Faith, Some of her earlier and later re- 
cordings disappoint when listened to again after an inter- 
val. But the six record-sides in VM-850 still make it easy 
to understand the tremendous burst of enthusiasm with 
which Marian Anderson was greeted when she first 
appeared, And the best thing about VM-850 is that it is 


not only good Anderson but, almost without exception, 


"| great music. The Bach and Handel she sings master- 


fully. It is not that she slights Mendelssohn, but that he 
must always appear a little minor in the major presences 


of Bach and Handel. 


The recording of Miss Anderson's voice and of the 
Victor Symphony Orchestra is entirely praiseworthy. It 
is possible—perhaps even necessary—to cavil a little at 
Mr. O'Connell's uninspired conducting. But he is merely 
uninspired, not positively bad, and the totality is excellent 
in spite of him. For all who enjoy beautiful singing and 
the mightiest and surest musical voices of Protestantism, 
here is a bounteous feast, It is impossible to imagine any 
religious predisposition that could not be overlooked in 
favor of the excellence of the music here presented. 


GRIEG (EDVARD HAGERUP) 


GRIEG: Peer Gynt Suite No. 1, Opus 46. London 
Philharmonic Orchestra, conducted by Sir Thomas 
Beecham. Two 12” records (4 sides) in Set CX-180}; 
price complete with album $2.63. 


Sir Thomas Beecham has made his name secure and 
bright in gramophonic history by more than one sort of 
accomplishment. His insistence upon excellent mechanical 
quality in recording is compelling, particularly in view of 
the fact that one of his ablest contemporaries has, without 
public protest, allowed shamefully bad representations of 
his art to appear. His close sympathy with Mozart and 
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Handel has enriched the recorded repertoire illimitably. 
His Tchaikovsky Fifth Symphony (CM-470T) is one of 
the standards by which, not Tchaikovsky recordings 
merely, but all recordings of modern symphonies must be 
measured. But perhaps the most engaging of his hobbies 
is the revivification—resuscitation may be the word—of 
second-string masterpieces from which misuse has worn 
the bloom. His Rossini overtures, for example, not only 
convince the skeptic modern that the composer of Semira- 
mide was an accomplished artificer of trifles, but even 
that he was a great composer. It was a fortunate day for 
the first Peer Gynt Suite when Beecham took it, too, 
under his baton. 


Morning, Ase's Death, Anitra's Dance, and In the 
Hall of the Mountain King are highly melodious, sin- 
cerely felt, and enormously adept illustrative music for 
scenes in a great play. They are not the trash ten thou- 
sand misunderstanding, bad, or merely slipshod render- 
ings have made them seem. What an experience it would 
be to see a staging of Peer Gynt with, in the pit, an ap- 
propriate-sized orchestra headed by Beecham! Lacking 
that, here—in CX-180T—here is a musical, a really musi- 
cal, delight where many of us had least expected to find 
it-in the perfectly familiar first Peer Gynt Suite. The 
recording, be it added, is completely, and without inter- 
mission, first rate. 


MAHLER (GUSTAV) 


MAHLER: Das Lied von der Erde. Kerstin Thorborg 
(contralto), Charles Kullman (tenor), & Vienna 
Philharmonic Orchestra, conducted by Bruno 
Walter Seven 12” records (14 sides) in Set CM-300} 
(only automatic sets available at present); price com- 


plete with album $7.88. 


The music of Gustav Mahler will never, in spite of 
the frantic efforts of his most vocal admirers, be traly 
popular, It requires of the listener too much staying 
power, too much longterm concentration if its meaning is 
to be derived fully. To some it will always seem as diffuse 
as air, as pathless as water. But there are a few works— 
particularly Das Lied von der Erde and the Kindertot- 

der, perhaps—in which Mahler's garrulousness was 
somewhat constrained by the presence of another man's 
text to be set. These works, and such not wholly charac- 
teristic works as his songs and the First Symphony, have 
a large, increasing public, They are welcome musical 
signposts slong the road leading to today. 


Bruno Walter is so sympathetic a Mahlerian that 
the long-breathed excellences of his conducting survive 
whole in this recording of an actual performance. He 
never for a moment is lost in Mahler's intricacies and 
recondite references—as many a conductor has seemed 
to be. The Vienna Philharmonic knew its way about the 
vast spaces of Das Lied von der Erde as thoroughly as 
about the comparatively stringent ones of a Haydn Sym- 


phony. The choice of Kerstin Thorborg as soloist was Y.

can forget her reading of the last pages, with their im- 
measurably moving repetitions of the single word ewig. 
Kullman is not her equal, but he registers as much more 
than adequate. What matters most is the unity of the 
performance, and that is unmarred. CM-300T is a satis- 
fying recording of one excellent performance of a difficult 
and rewarding piece of music. 


PROKOFIEV (SERGE) 


PROKOFIEV: Peter and the Wolf, Opus 67. Rich- 
ard Hale (narrator) & Boston Symphony Orches- 
tra, conducted by Serge Koussevitzky. Three 12” 
records (6 sides) in Set VM-566} price complete with 
album $3.67. 


You may argue about the portentousness of Richard 
Hale's voice and manner. For this reviewer, no one else 
will ever tell the story of Peter and the Wolf satisfac- 
torily, but you may prefer Basil Rathbone or someone 
else. What you cannot deny is that Dr. Koussevitzky and 
his men knew exactly how to project the youthful humor, 
the sly wit, and the freshness—the temptation is to say 
green-ness—ol Prokofiev's delightfully unpretentious score. 
The lilting melodies, the arch and pungent orchestration, 
the hop-skip-and-jump rhythms are all exactly right b 
exactly the right places in their playing. No pondero j 
ness has crept in, but no sloppy disdain either, Having 
taken the music's measure to split-millimeter accuracy, 
Dr. Koussevitzky successfully invited his orchestra to play 
it up to that measure. 


Rare enough is a set of records that can supply re- 
newable pleasure to childven and remain of interest to 
adults. Peter and the Wolf is, unfortunately, unique in 
the degree of success with which it does just that, To 
have it performed beautifully by the Boston Symphony 
and given some of VICTOR's best recording is, come to 
think of it, unusual good luck. It is little wonder that 
VM-5667} has never failed of popularity since its appear- 
ance. Let us hope that other composers will give us an 
occasional work of the same general class, and that the 


Bostonians will be at hand to place it brilliantly on shellac. 


TCHAIKOVSKY (PIOTR ILYICH)

Romeo and Juliet is music that it is easy to spoil. 
For some music is not so full of the composer s own emd 
tion and even sentimentality but that a conductor aD Pi 
add more of his own without making an overflow. Not 
so Romeo and Juliet, which is full to the brim (but not 
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&- the brim) of Tchaikovsky's own luxuriant feeling. 
"To add even a few drops of one's own is to create a 
sticky mess, To add nothing, but hew exactly to Tchai- 
kovsky's formula and volume, is the conductor's task. We 
have all heard the middle section played in molasses and 
treacle. In VM-347 we can, for once, hear it played 
strictly as music. And the result is—what it should not 
be if conductors had more taste—breathtakingly different. 
Here the middle section belongs to what precedes and 
follows it. Here Tchaikovsky lives without tears or heav- 
ing breasts or dark suggestions except those he has trans- 
formed into ordered sound. 


To keep on praising the Boston Symphony Orches- 
tra is senseless, But to keep on demanding that other 
major symphonies play and record as well is very sensible 
indeed. The shade of Tchaikovsky—he has been a shade 
now just over half a century—the Bostonains, VICTOR, 
and the record-buying public are all to be congratulated 
on the fact that a wholly admirable recording of Romeo 
and Juliet continues to be available in VM-347.

It happens, every now and then, that a composition 
and a performing artist meet with unexpected electrifying 
results. The composition is most often not one of the most 

, the performing artist scarcely ever one of the few 
guaranteed to fill Carnegie Hall. But they meet, in one of 
these rare instances, and the result is new life for the 


music and a new conception of the artist. Such an en- 


counter was that of the Weber Conzertstiick and Robert 
Casadesus. Since its release some years ago, the resulting 
set of records has been starred in many lists and cher- 
ished in many collections. COLUMBIA recently re- 
released CX-59]; the fact that it will continue to be 
available is especially good news in a period when the 
deletions from catalogues often appear to be selected by 
a dislike of the best. 


There was a period when the Weber Conzertstück 
(tossed off by the composer during final rehearsals of 
Der Freischütz) was fresh and wonderful. Its closest 


relatives, the Liszt and Chopin piano concertos, had not 
yet been born, It was unique and unimaginably original 
in its combination of romantic feeling and pianistic virtu- 
osity. Then it became an overplayed warhorse, and there 
was an hour when forward-looking pianists shuddered at 
its name or its first sentiment-laden measures, It fell into 
a desuetude from which few pianists have tried to resur- 
rect it. The modern concert grand piano is not a perfect 
instrument for its glissando octaves and prestissimo fili- 
gree. But Robert Casadesus evidently looked at its pages 
as though they had just come from the printing press for 
the first time, and found them good. 


Here, expertly and exquisitely performed, is the very 
eponym of the romantic piano concerto. The unhesitating 
certainty of Mr. Casadesus’ agile fingers, the frank accept- 
ance of sentiment with which he approaches the music, 
the wide gamut of his dynamics—all contribute to a per- 
formance that must be called definitive as well as beauti- 
ful. The orchestral background is well, if a little faintly, 
supplied by an orchestra under the supple direction of 
Eugène Bigot. Today as when it was first issued, CX-59T 
is a model of the correct manner in which to re-create 
music that is widely removed from the dominant spirit of 
the current age.
